Dr. George McKinney delivered 
a historic gospel message April 
9, 1985. The occasion was the 
fifth inauguration and installa- 
tion of the presidium and general 
officers of the church. Dr. 
McKinney, well known as a 
scholar, pastor and preacher, 
was impressive. His selection as 
the speaker of the hour was kept 
secret. The WHOLE TRUTH 
reported in the March issue that 
“the son would rise in the west,” 
and for sure Dr. McKinney of 
California was mightily used of 
God. 


He opened the address by stating 
that God has charged the church 
to do two things. Firstly, address 
the issues which cause trouble 
in the church. Secondly, the 
church must preach. Among the 
issues and concerns, he sited the 
challenge we Christians face to 
continue exhorting to escape the 
temptation of preaching the low 
view of Christ. Jesus must be 
increased! Next, a reaffirmation 
of true holiness in faith and 
practice must continue. He 
touched on the issues of war and 
peace; justice and freedom must 
be addressed by the church. The 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


BISHOP L. E. WILLIS 


In what usually is an exciting 
event, the General Assembly 
met in quiet resolute and expe- 
dient style this April. In recent 
years, the assembly has been the 
source of great activity. Bishop 
Willis, the chairman, had an 
agenda complete with several 
pieces of unfinished business. 
He skillfully managed the 
agenda and completed every- 
thing one day early. 


The opening of the assembly 
found the delegates ready to do 
business. Before any substan- 
tive issue of unfinished business 
occurred, the chairman enter- 
tained a constitutional question 
about the election of trustee

issue of the lack of reverence for 
human life is critical. The 
church must make a stand 
against abortion and so called 
mercy killing of the aged. The 
problem of world hunger, both 
spiritual and physical hunger, 
must be conquered. Both need 
every bit of attention the church 
can give. He was concerned that 
our national organization 
assume the task of educating 
youth and clergy; consequently, 
there needs to be a localizing of 
our training efforts. The church 
must sound the alarm with an 
inspired ‘‘end times message”; 
these are the last days. Lastly, 
the national financial plan must 
take root as fueling ministry 
carries a financial commitment. 


The message, ‘““A Simple Gospel 
for a Complex World’’, was 
developed from a text in Ephe- 
sians, the 4th chapter. In a 
profound way, he forged a vivid 
image of the godly paradox 
presented by God in the world. 
No matter how heavy, complex 
and difficult the world, God has 
left us a simple gospel to preach. 
He stressed that the gospel is not 
simple because it lacks intellec- 


board members. The church’s 
constitution allows from 15-21 
members on the Board of Trus- 
tees. The recent election was to 
place 15 members on the board. 
Three of those members were to 
come from the tri-state area 
surrounding Memphis. As a 
result, an extra member was 
certified. The question of drop- 
ping or adding a trustee filled the 
air. The Trustee Board, itself, 
recommended a resolution to 
retainthe 16th member. It was 
soon resolved that the chairman 
of the board voted only during 
dead lock votes; consequently, 
the even number’ was 
immaterial. 


By this time, the assembly was 
rolling along. A resolution was 


submitted to review the decision 
to close Saints Academy in 
Lexington, Ms. Elder John C. 
Rodgers, Executive Director of 
the Saints Alumni Association, 
issued the resolution. Others 
came before the assembly in 
support. It was resolved that 
more investigation needs con- 
ducting before the assembly 
could act properly. 


The chairman received another 
resolution submitted by Bishop 
J. O. Patterson and other distin- 
guished clergy. The resolution 


tual or cognitive process, rather 
it is simple because it presents 
the unity of God. The Greek 
origin of the term simply means 
unity; that is without 
complication. 


Basically, Dr. McKinney 
reflected how the gospel should 
be presented void of unnecessary 
complication. Even in the face of 
this current and often complex 
world, the church must preach 
a simple gospel. A gospel in the 
words of Dr. McKinney must be 
preached ‘‘which is simple 
because it is irreducible”. The 
gospel message is definitive and 
adding or taking away makes it 
less than gospel. He pointed out 
that less than gospel is void of 
basic foundational constructs. 
For example - without a virgin 
birth, one has no gospel and 
likewise without a resurrection, 
there is no gospel. 


Dr. McKinney encouraged the 
congregation to believe the 
world must understand the 
nature of God. As we saints 
portray His image to the world, 
people will receive Christ. Saints 
must worship one God who

proposed a pension for the 
widow of any General Board 
Member. There was little resist- 
ance and the resolution passed 
easily. 


In other business, the chairman 
terminated the audit committee 
upon the establishment of a 
financial system. Currently, 
Bishop Patterson and the 
General Board have a qualified 
CPA developing such a system. 
Upon presentation of the system 
to the assembly, the audit com- 
mittee will cease to exist. 


In asurprise move, the chairman 
announced that Bishop C. D. 
Owens would no longer serve as 
chairman of the Constitutional 
Committee. This move will be 
effective in November. 


Another development was the 
denial of appeal to the General 
Assembly. The chairman sited 
various encumbrances such 
rights of appeal would have on 
the business of the assembly. 


Later that night, the Constitu- 
tional Committee reported. No 
action was taken because the 
chairman promised that heavy 
matters like constitutional sub- 
ject would be accompanied with 
handout materials.

During the past April Call Meet- 
ing, Bishop J. O. Patterson 
delivered a public assessment of 
the necessity of having All 
Saints University. His remarks 
informed the General Assembly 
that only the right circumstan- 
ces will make the university 
worth having. 


With the recent closing of Saints 
Academy in Lexington, Miss., 
Bishop Patterson desires the 
church to continue the advance 
of education with our own brand 
and character. He informed the 
General Assembly that having 
our heritage is vital and foun- 
dational for creating ASU. 


Bishop reflected that there were 
talks and some examination of 
possibly merging the ASU con- 
cept with an existing institution. 
The feasibility of merging 
appeared to be very positive. The 
prospect of gaining adequate 
facilities, library, staff and a 
large student body seemed to be 
a great blessing. Truly, a merge 
could have benefited both con- 
cerns, but something essential 
was missing. Respect. Bishop 
Patterson stated, “I have reli- 
gious and church pride! If one 
makes insinuations that down- 
grade my church, it ruffles my 
hair. I’m holding that Church of 
God in Christ folk are not a 
bunch of nincompoops. No one 
can look down on us. We have 
as many educated people with 
degrees....many masters and 
Ph. Dis.” 


The agents representing the 
existing institution did not like 
the name “saints.”’ They were 
willing to take Bishop Patter- 
son’s name or Bishop Mason’s 
name but not the word “‘saints.”’

The general officers were 
installed, likewise. Bishop Ger- 
man Reed Ross was installed as 
General Secretary of the church 
and Secretary to the General 
Assembly. Elder St. Clair Yancy 
Burnett was installed as Secre- 
tary of Finance and Bishop 
Theodore Roosevelt Titus Davis 
was installed as General 
Treasurer. 


Bishop Patterson’s reply was 
that churches are named St. 
John, St. Mark, St. Luke and 
even a professional football team 
goes by the name saints. This 
indicates that as long as one 
really does not mean it, it is okay 
to be referred to as a saint. 


Bishop Patterson reflected, “I 
thought that type of prejudice 
would not be healthy for our 
students. Our students need a 
place where they can say glory 
or speak in tongues. There is no 
need to form a marriage where 
our students can not look with 
pride and declare their school is 
truly ALL Saints University.” 


The Bishop is correct. Saints 
must yet be aware of the leaven 
of unrighteousness. To put our 
heritage in jeopardy by reenforc- 
ing prejudice and anxiety upon 
our youth is farcical. Anyway, 
it does not make sense to pay 
people to kick and abuse you. 
ALL Saints University is wait- 
ing to fulfill the void which has 
too long been denied sanctified 
people’ an institution of higher 
learning where one has no rea- 
son to feel strange about being 
sanctified. 


To deny ourselves the privilege 
of being called “All Saints” 
would contradict our character. 
All Saints University should be 
all saints in fact but, especially, 
in character. Possibly, I can say 
it better this way. Shakespeare’s 
Hamlet asked the question, ‘“To 
be or not to be?” Well, the 
brother has the answer:

A proud and beaming Bishop Phillip A. Brooks accepted a

Our purpose is to do what is 
constitutionally mandated and 
to rejoice in the grace that God 
has granted us. Tonight, we 
shall witness the unbroken 
continuance of power. Along 
with our solemn prayers, these 
leaders will receive the prestige, 
dignity and stateliness asso- 
ciated with being a caretaker of 
Christ’s Church. More profound 
is the charge these leaders have 
to maintain which is the stand- 
ard of holiness in a growing 
organization. 


Our purpose is to send a clarion 
message to this spurious and 
often hostile world that Christ 
is the head of our church. This 
inauguration negates the chal- 
lenges of cynicism and reassures 
the lamenting that hope yet 
springs eternal. Furthermore, 
we as Black Pentecostals are 
acutely aware of the rancorous 
and fatal treatment received by 
the protesting and unarmed 
Blacks in South Africa. We, 
Church of God in Christ saints, 
are aware of the assiduous 
activity of the current adminis- 
tration to purchase larger bombs 
in an effort to frighten the world. 
Yet, all the time telling the poor 
to authenicate their America- 
nism in higher unemployment 
and poorer education. We, 
Church of God in Christ saints, 
see a world throttled by political 
upheaval, while hungry and 
tired masses died amid drought 
and famine. 


This inauguration is a signal of 
hope! We stand in the fore- 
ground looking not at the 
backdrop of human despair but 
toward Christ and His blessings. 
We inaugurate leadership to 
serve humankind and to preach 
the gospel to the isolated and 
estranged. God has sanctified us 
all for these times and given us 
leadership for these times. 


Lastly we are here, and it is our 
purpose to pray and support 
what God has given us. Hope- 
fully, we shall be like Samuel 
gone to anoint a son of Jesse to 
lead Israel. Our purpose is not

BISHOP JOHN I. COBB 


Monday night, December 17, 
1984, The Right Reverend J. O. 
Patterson, the International 
Presiding Prelate of the Church 
of God in Christ, Inc., and the 
General Board of Bishops met in 
Chicago, Illinois, at St. Paul 
Church of God in Christ, 4526 
Wabash Ave., in a special call 
meeting with the Pastors, 
Ordained Elders, State Officials 
and Laity of Southern Illinois 
Jurisdiction for the purpose of 
electing and appointing a new 
Jurisdictional Bishop for South- 
ern Illinois. Bishop E. Lenox, of 
Chicago, Ill., has served as 
Bishop of this Jurisdiction since 
its origin in 1947, by the Founder 
of the Church of God in Christ, 
Bishop Charles Harrison Mason. 
He resigned as Bishop because 
of ill health and recommended 
two persons names for consid- 
eration to the Presiding Bishop 
and General Board, Elder John 
I. Cobb who was serving as his 
Ist Administrative Assistant 
and Elder R. L. Ford of Chicago, 
his 2nd Administrative 
Assistant. 


Elder Cobb has served under the 
leadership of Bishop Lenox since 
1947, moving to Illinois from his 
native home of Ft. Worth, Texas, 
with the late Elder C. J. Scott, 
accompanying him in Revival as 
a Gospel singer. Elder Scott was 
appointed the Pastor of Mur-

physboro Church of God in 
Christ, Murphysboro, Ill., and 
Elder Cobb moved with him to 
assist him in this new work. He 
served as Choir Director and 
Youth Director. He acknowl- 
edged his call to the ministry in 
1948. He was appointed as Junior 
Church Pastor and organized a 
Community Youth Activities 
Center. Many youth were won 
to Christ. He was ordained an 
Elder in 1949. Bishop Lenox 
observed the faithfulness and 
loyalty of this man, who was 
eager to do whatever he could 
to help the work of God move 
forward. He was appointed to 
Pastor the Pulaski Church of 
God in Christ, Pulaski, Ill., in 
1949. In the Spring of 1951, he 
was appointed as District Super- 
intendent of Lower Southern 
District. In June of 1951, he 
returned to Ft. Worth to be 
married to Robbie Lois Higgins. 
In August of 1951, at the State 
Convocation in Carbondale, 
Bishop Lenox appointed Elder 
Cobb as Pastor of 30th St. 
Church of God in Christ, Cairo, 
now First Church of God in 
Christ: In 1963) she owas 
appointed State Executive Secre- 
tary. In 1973, he was elected by 
the State General Assembly and 
appointed by Bishop Lenox as 
the Ist Administrative Assist- 
ant. He has held these positions 
until the present. 


Elder Cobb has been very busy 
in this community since moving 
here in 1951. He is an human- 
itarian, always concerned about 
the conditions of the poor and 
underprivileged, and has striven 
to do all that he could to better 
the quality of life for all people. 
When he moved to Cairo, He 
worked very diligently to have 
the public accommodation laws 
enforced so that all public places 
would be open for all people to 
patronize freely and with dig- 
nity. He served on the 
Eisenhower Committee for

ELDER JAMES WARD 
APPOINTED BISHOP 


BISHOP ROBERT JAMES WARD 


Bishop Robert James Ward, a 
God-sent preacher, was born 
December 6, 1930, in Augusta, 
Arkansas. At the age of nineteen 
(April 18, 1950, to be exact), he 
was saved at the Kennerly Tem- 
ple Church of God in Christ. He 
was filled with the precious Holy 
Ghost, and spoke in tongues as 
the spirit gave utterance, and 


was called to preach the same 
year. 


Under the pastorate of the late 
Rev. Frank James Hayden, 
Bishop Ward preached morning, 
noon, and night. He preached on 
the radio broadcast and every- 
time the occasion permitted. He 
eventually was appointed to the 
position of Assistant Pastor at 
Kennerly Temple.

ELDER OSCAR JEFFERSON 


Elder Oscar L. Jefferson of New 
York City (a missionary to Nige- 
ria, W. Africa) writes, I have just 
returned home from my eighth 
trip to the West African Country 
of Nigeria, may I add my longest 
and most successful trip. I was 
out of the country 55 days, not 
only did my trip take me to 
Nigeria (Africans most populous 
country) where I ministered for 
00 days, preaching, teaching, 
lecturing and singing, but by 
special invitation from the 
Assemblies of God Church, after 
leaving Lagos, I went to Cairo, 
Egypt, where for the first time 
I preached to the Arabs; also the 
Assemblies of God invited me to 
stop at Athens, Greece where I 
ministered 3 days to the Greeks, 
then flew non-stop 6,000 miles 
back to New York City. 


My annual trip to Nigeria covers 
8 of the 19 states and such cities 
as Lagos, Ibadon, Benin City, 
Warri, Onitsha, Akure, Nnewi, 
Enugu, Abakaliki, Afikpo, 
Okigwe, Owerri, Umuahia, Aba, 
Port Harcourt. 


After prayerfully contemplating 
this tour, I asked the Lord for 
1,000 converts (this number was 
exceeded). Since Nigerian 
churches have more men than 
women, this gives me an excel- 
lent opportunity to emphasize 
man’s leadership role in the 
church and home, if a church 
has 1,000 members (and most 


have more) 600 or more will be 
young men. 


With an interpreter I’ve 
preached to as many as 10,000 
natives in one open air service. 


This year I had a chance to 
preach in 2 of Nigeria’s prison 
yards to more than 500 men and 
women inmates. The Nigerian 
churches are strong and well 
organized and the membership 
has strong faith in God that he 
will intervene in their struggle 
against poverty and inflation. 
There are four major problems 
that plagues this country. They 
are roads, water, telephones and 
electrical power, plus many 
others. 


The Lord leads me in each 
crusade to do two specific things: 
(1) to stress the eternal value of 
each member of each church 
(regardless of denomination) to 
be filled with the Holy Spirit 
according to Acts 2:1-4 and Eph. 
0:22, 23 and that the nine gifts 
of the spirit be in operation in 
each congregation I Cor. 12:1-11. 
2: in each crusade one night is 
set aside called “Deliverance 
Night” where special prayer is 
offered that each one in attend- 
ance can be freed from satan’s 
various oppressions and evil 
spirits such as witchcraft, juju, 
black magic, sorcery, etc. St. 
Mark 16:17. Though I have to 
preach each service with an 
interpreter, yet the message of 
the Gospel is very effective, 
spiritually. 


Being a life-long member of the 
Church of God in Christ, as I 
travel, Iam a little partial to my 
church, but I preach in churches 
of all faiths, wherever I am 
invited; Church of God in Christ, 
Gospel Church of Christ, Grace 
of God, Assemblies of God, 
Church of God Int’l., St. Peters 
Roman Catholic Church, Christ 
Apostolic Church, Christ

The Lord allowed me to write 
two booklets (64 pages) on theol- 
ogy, which I sell as I travel, ‘““You 
can be a RADIANT CHRIS- 
TIAN” and “Today is THE DAY 
OFY PENTDECOS?®* *which 
through the scriptures explains 
the teachings of Christ and the 
Apostles. 


It is very humbling when J arrive 
in a Nigerian town or village and 
I hear the new going out. Elder 
Jefferson, the missionary is here, 
and within a few hours over one 
thousand natives fills the 
church, first to hear the Gospel, 
then to see a Black American 
Missionary. (They’ve always 
asked where are the Black Amer- 
ican men missionaries) and as | 
leave the village I only hear, 
thank you for coming and hurry 
back we love you, in one of their 
300 languages or dialects. (The 
countries population is 90-100 
million.) 


Though Nigeria is a 3rd World 
or developing country, with high 
inflation, high unemployment 
and high governmental corrup- 
tion, yet in my travels I am able 
to organize the membership to 
build their own churches, par- 
sonages, bible schools and 
dormitories, instead of asking 
someone else to do it for them. 
And by the Grace of God several 
churches and parsonages have 
already been completed and 
several more are now under 
construction, all to the Glory of 
God. 


My wife, Bobbie Jean and I 
formed what we called a hus- 
band and wife missionary team. 
She and I both visit the foreign 
field each year (as Gospel 
teacher) she stays home and 
takes care of our seven children 
(all of which love the Lord and 
are faithful to church) while I

YOU'RE ALLOWED TO CRY 
SOMETIMES 


Many saints feel guilty when 
they cry or are discouraged. 
Often we are taught that we 
should be happy and joyful all 
the time. This can lead to frus- 
tration when we cannot 
maintain a spiritual “high,” and 
it can lead to hypocrisy when we 
try to pretend that we feel good 
when actually we are miserable. 


I’m not saying that you should 
go around gloomy and sad, or 
that you should always be com- 
plaining about your troubles. 
You have a responsibility to 
glorify God regardless of your 
circumstances; when someone 
asks how you are, you can 
always say, “I’m blessed.” But 
I want you to know that the 
Bible offers us help, not condem- 
nation, for those times when we 
are unhappy as we serve the 
Lord. (If you are unhappy 
because you have sinned, make 
it right with God right away!) 
Ecclesiastes 3:4 says, “There is 
a time to weep, and a time to 
laugh...”” As you work for the 
Lord there will be times of 
shadow and discouragement. 
We'll discuss what the Bible 
says about that, but first some 
words of caution:

Let your misery be private, 
between you and the Lord. Occa- 
sionally you will need to get 
godly counsel, but don’t broad- 
cast your discomfort so that 
everyone knows. Never allow 
your troubles to take your mind 
away from God; don’t magnify 
your problems till they seem 
larger than the Lord. Be honest 
with Him and tell Him what’s 
bothering you, but also be ready 
to hear Him when He speaks 
peace to you (Psalm 85:8). Learn 
how, to say “but. "im 
weary, Lord, but I love you. I’m 
discouraged but I trust you. I’m 
confused but I know you are 
working things out for me. I’m 
sick but Iknow you’rea healer.”’) 
Finally, don’t be surprised at 
your ups and downs. You can’t 
stay on the mountaintop if you 
want to go forward; you have to 
go down into the valleys every 
now and then. But be assured 
that God is with you even in the 
valleys, and that He has His 
reasons for leading you through 
them. 


Now, what does the Bible say 
about weeping, or sorrow? Jesus 
said, ““Blessed are ye that weep 
now: for ye shall laugh.” (Luke 
6:21b) I believe He meant that 
saints will be blessed when they 
are honest about their feelings. 
If you will acknowledge that you 
are feeling blue, God will have 
a chance to comfort you. He 
knows we are frail creatures 
with great burdens. When we 
admit that we are feeling over- 
whelmed and inadequate, we are 
ready to cast our cares on Him 
and receive the joy that He 
wants to give. But as long as we 
try to ignore the bad feelings, 
even in our prayers, we will not 
be open to His blessings of peace 
and strength. Learn to groan and 
wail before the Lord when you 
need to! 


Here is a special skill that any 
Christian can acquire: Be able 
to rejoice in your mind even 
though your heart is heavy. Be 
able to say, “But I thank you, 
Lord,’ even while tears are 
streaming down your face. I 
Peter 1:6, 7 says, “Wherein ye 
greatly rejoice, though now for 
a season, if need be, ye are in 
heaviness through manifold 
temptaions: that the trial of your 
faith, being much more precious 
than gold that perisheth, though 
it be tried with fire, might be 
found unto praise and honor and 
glory at the appearing of Jesus 
Christ...’ 


There will be times when God 
leads you through tests and 
trials to build your faith. Don’t 
be surprised or discouraged, 
wondering why all these bad 
things are happening to a saint! 
Satan will try to tell you that 
you're suffering because you're 
sinful, or because the Lord does 
not really care what happens to 
you. But the devil is a liar and 
this trial is just proof of God’s 
love for you; He is using this time

He 
served as Program Coordinator 
and Job Developer over five 
counties for the Dept. of Labor, 
and was instrumental in placing 
many people on permanent 
employment. Elder Cobb opened 
the doors of the church to house 
the 30th St. Community Day 
Care Center in the lower level 
of the church and was the first 
Charter member who later 
became the President of the 
Board which afforded many 
young mothers the opportunity 
to return to school or obtain 
employment without the worry 
of child care. The center was in 
session from 1976 to 1982. He 
also served on the Board of 
Directors of Egyptian Housing 
and Day Star Nursing Home. He 
is presently serving as Chair- 
man of Alexander County 
Building Commission; Member 
of Board of Little Egypt Housing 
Corp.; Cairo Community Devel- 
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opment Corp.; and Shawnee 
Development Advisory Commit- 
tee for Alexander County. His 
wife, Robbie is very active in the 
local church and is District 
Missionary of Lower Southern 
District. She is Coordinator of 
Education Fund of State Wom- 
en’s Department and this year 
served as Dean of Workshop for 
State Women’s Convention. 
Bishop Patterson and the 
General Board made their deci- 
sion to appoint Elder Cobb to the 
Bishopric after careful examina- 
tion of both men individually 
and the voting of the Pastors of 
the Jurisdiction which gave 
Elder Cobb an overwhelming 
majority of votes.

ELDER AND MRS. JAMES C. PELLUM 


The beginning of the Church of 
God in Christ in Idlewild, Mich- 
igan dates back to 1928. A young 
man of great character and 
strength came to Idlewild from 
Welston seeking employment; 
he has been there for 57 years. 
The news is that he and his 
family still pursue the mission 
Christ called him to work out. 
Though he started working for 
$5.00 a week, God has elevated 
the woodcutter to a pastor and 
preacher. 


This article is about Elder James 
C. Pellum. Elder Pellum was 
attending a church meeting in 
Muskegon, Michigan when state 
overseer, Elder Kissentiner, 
asked him to move to Idlewild. 
Then a young minister. Minister 
Pellum accepted the offer and 
went to work on Elder Kissen- 
tiner’s farm. Minister Pellum 
felt God wanted him to go and 
in 1928, the move was made. A 
little later, he sent for Sister 
Pellum and the children to come 
by train, November 28, 1928. 


Idlewild was the only prominent 
Black summer resort in that part 
of the country. Many people 
from different parts of the coun- 
try travelled there to vacation. 
Night clubs booked famous 
Black entertainers and proved to 
be good business. During those 
days, there was not a holiness 
church in that area. 


Elder Kissentiner brought a 
team of mules for Minister 
Pellum to use on the farm. There 
were no electric lights or gravel 
roads, only kerosene lamps and 
little trails. It was a different 
time to be sure. 


The people of Idlewild were not 
acquainted with holiness in 
those days and made life difficult 
for the Pellums. Minister Pellum 
continued faithfully, praying 
and working the farm. Overseer 
Kissentiner gave Minister Pel- 
lum permission to start the first 
holiness church in the area. One 
of his first members was a man 
he met shoveling snow on the 
road. That was Brother Wyatt. 
Soon a few people were saved 
and added to the church. Most 
of the saints had to walk 3 or 
4 miles through rain, deep snow 
and sub-zero weather to attend 
church. By 1929, the Lord 
blessed Minister Pellum to build 
a brush harbor. Later in 1930, 
they acquired a red frame school 
house on Foreman Road. God 
has since blessed in many ways. 


In 1936, state overseer, Elder C. 
L. Anderson, saw Minister Pel- 
lum’s faithfulness and 
continuous labor. He ordained 
Minister Pellum and gave him 
full authority. Later, the church 


was able to buy several lots on 
which to build a building. The 
struggle took two years and 
great effort. Later, another 
church was built on Tacoma 
Street, using materials from the 
old church. Sister Pellum and 
the children worked alongside 
Elder Pellum. Through dona- 
tions and help, the Lord blessed 
Elder Pellum to complete the 
church building. Most of the 
labor was done by him as he was 
not financially able to hire help. 
God blessed his hands and 
enabled him to do _ the 
construction. 


The Pellum’s were not only 
church builders but family 
builders, likewise. They were 
married in August of 1919, and 
had eight children. They cele- 
brated their 65th wedding 
anniversary August 30, 1984. 
The family honored them in 
their home in Idlewild. 


At the celebration, they took into 
account how God blessed the 
Pellum family. Their son, Elder 
Fred Pellum, pastors in Atlanta, 
Ga. Elder James Powell, a grand- 
son, pastors in Oklahoma City, 
Ok. Elder James Thomason, 
another grandson, pastors in 
Port Huron, Michigan, and Elder 
Christopher Powell assists Elder 
Pellum at the Idlewild church. 


The Lord has truly blessed this 
couple for their service in the 
ministry.

Remember what God has prom- 
ised in His word and cling to 
these promises in your head;

Finally, stay active for the Lord 
even though you are unhappy.
